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The year under review was one which produced few 
changes of a significant nature pending completion of 
"The Report of the Alberta Penology Study" which was published 
November 10, 1968. Major construction projects were post- 
poned, however routine renovations and essential alterations 
continued. 

The juvenile situation at Bowden was improved by 
the addition of six portable classrooms. The classroom 
space thus released was converted to form four dormitories, 
thus relieving the overcrowding which had existed. It is 
now possible to provide adequate living accommodation for 
one hundred boys, which number is often reached. Unfortun- 
ately, recreational facilities and dining room area cannot 
be extended and an unsatisfactory condition must be accepted 
in these areas for the time being. This problem, however, 
will be alleviated with the transfer of juvenile care to the 
Department of Social Development and closing of the present 
juvenile institution by August of 1970. 

Construction of a new gymnasium and workshops for 
the Bowden adult institution is essential as the present 


building is in poor condition. Provision has been made in 
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1970/71 estimates to commence construction of new buildings 


for this purpose and also to perform essential renovations 


and updating of the main building. 


At Calgary the space vacated through construction 


of a new administrative wing was converted to use as an 


academic classroom and two dormitories. This reduced the 


overcrowding in other areas and provided more spacious 


accommodation for academic training which will be discussed 


elsewhere.

Peace River Correctional Institution was officially 


opened on April 6, 1968. This institution is one of the most 


modern and up to date in existence, and should require little 


or no expenditure for new construction and renovation for 


many years to come. In order to complete the initial

building program, however, it will be necessary to construct 
a root house and a greenhouse as gardening and landscaping 


will provide a portion of the work and training program. 


PERSONNEL 


The staff situation at the end of the year was as 
indicated in the chart at page 21. There was an increase in 
establishment of 34 personnel over the previous year while 
actual strength increased by 47 members. At the same time 
terminations increased by 48 members while engagements in- 
creased by 93, resulting ina slightly more favourable 
personnel position than that of the previous year. Recruiting 
generally is more encouraging as is retention of employees. 
This may be attributed to more favourable salary ranges, an 
area in which we must strive to remain competitive. 

Statistics in relation to the reasons for termin- 
ation of employment and class of employee leaving the service 
are shown on pages 19 and 20. -It is natural that the greater number 
of terminations should involve Correction Officers as these 
constitute the greatest number of staff. Also there were a 
number of university students employed during summer vacation 
who terminated to return to university. A review of the 
personnel statistics indicates a much more favourable staff 


situation which appears to be improving consistently. 
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Medi i training 


Staff training was carried on at all institutions 
through periodic in-service training courses and on-the-job 
instruction. Specialized instruction in the problems of 
drugs and alcohol was provided at some institutions through 
the auspices of the Alcohol Division of the Department of 
Health. A number of staff were also given specialized 
training in various areas including first aid, fire prevention 
and crowd control. 

Up to the present, training programs have been 
presented on an institutional level without any central 
coordinator. While this has been satisfactory in the past 
the growth of the organization, the increasing sophistication 
of crime and new concepts of penology demand a new approach 
to staff training. Future plans of this Department include 
the appointment of a Training Coordinator and development 


of a coordinated program for all institutions. 


INMATE TREATMENT 


Education 


Inmate treatment programs are under constant review. 
Procedures are ever changing and services increasing. 
There is provision at this time for full-time

Belmont Rehabilitation Centre which is a short term institution 
and Nordegg Forestry Camp which is also a special operation 
not adapted to academic programs. 

Vocational training is introduced to some extent 
at all institutions, however Bowden Institution for young 
adults is a specialized institution primarily oriented toward 
vocational and academic training. During the year 280 young 
offenders were transferred to Bowden from the other instit- 
utions. One hundred and ninety of these were assigned to 


vocational training courses with results as indicated hereunder.

Vocational training is Bete introduced at other 
institutions. Barber training has been initiated at Calgary 
and Lethbridge Provincial Gaols and is planned for Peace River 
in the near future. Fort Saskatchewan plans call for the 


introduction of Auto Body Repair Training in 1970. 
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Medical Services 


Health services were provided, as in previous years, 
through contract agreement with local physicians and dentists. 

Psychiatric referrals were made wherever indicated 
and a total of 91 inmates were transferred to Alberta Hospital 
for more detailed mental examination and treatment. 

A broader policy in respect to the provision of 
prosthetic appliances was approved during the year, resulting 
in the supplying of dentures and spectacles in all cases 
where this treatment was indicated by professional advice. 

The health services policy now provides for all 
necessary treatment required to improve an inmate's prospect 


of effective rehabilitation. 


Religious Services 


The spiritual needs of inmates were adequately met 
at all institutions through the employment of six full-time 
chaplains covering the larger institutions and part time 
and volunteer chaplains at the smaller institutions. Special 
mention should be made of the extra effort put forth by these 
dedicated clergymen in providing extra counselling sessions, 
introducing community groups for chorals and other services 


too numerous to detail. 
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PRISON POPULATION 


Locals pOOULatCLON OL all ansvuiltutions on March? 31, 
1969 was the highest on record for that date, being 1,619, 
an increase of fifteen over the same date in 1968. A graph 
reproduced on page 26 shows the consistent rise in prison 
population from the year 1955 to the present. It is of 
interest to reflect that fifteen years ago the total inmate 
population in Alberta was only 665 whereas this year reached 
a figure 954 greater. During the interval accommodation has 
been increased by the construction of a new dormitory at 
Fort Saskatchewan (capacity 100), construction of Calgary 
Provincial Gaol (capacity approximately 430), Peace River 
Correctional Institution (capacity 160). The introduction 
of forestry camps with a total capacity of approximately 
three hundred also assists in providing for the increase. 

The available accommodation in provincial prisons 
is occasionally taxed beyond capacity and undesirable over- 
crowding occurs. At other times the population will decrease 
inexplicably. This effect is shown in the chart reproduced 
on page 23 which depicts the daily average population at all 
institutions throughout the year. It will be observed that 
the population varied month by month from a high Ciel 20 rin 
July, 1968 to a low of 1,474 in December, 1968. 

This graph shows, as an included figure, the daily 


average population of the forestry camps. It will be noted 
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that this figure varied from a high of 270 in July to a low 
of 150 in December. This variation is attributable to the 
necessity for closing some forestry camps during extremely 
unfavourable weather. There is, however, a continuing trend 
to keeping camps open for longer periods or year round as 
equipment techniques and locations improve. 

The daily average population of each individual 
institution, seven in number, is shown on pages 24 and 25. 

It will be observed that Calgary Provincial Gaol 
was substantially overcrowded throughout the year with 
populations exceeding 500 in July, August, and September. 

The lowest population of 470 occurred in April. If it were 

not for the fact that three forestry camps remained in operatimm 
throughout the year the situation would have been very diffi- 
cult. It will be noted that these camps provided accommodation 
for forty to sixty inmates throughout the year. As an 
illustration of their value, observe the situation in July, 
1968 when the total population was 520. At that time sixty 
inmates were in forestry camps leaving 460 in the gaol proper. 
As the capacity is estimated at 430 the situation was diffi- 
cult but not impossible, as it may have been had we not had 

the extra capacity provided through the mobile camps. 

Fort Saskatchewan Provincial Gaol attained its 
highest daily average population during April, 1968 when it 


was approximately 525. In this case it will also be noted 
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that considerable relief from overcrowding was effected by 
year round operation of the forestry camps. Also the official 
opening of Peace River Correctional ,Institution on April 1, 
1968 commenced to relieve the situation at Fort Saskatchewan 
with increasing effectiveness. This influence is becoming 
more pronounced as we proceed through the current fiscal year. 
Lethbridge Provincial Gaol shows a continuing decline 
in population (as predicted in previous reports). The high 
point was reached in June when the total population was 
approximately 245. The low point of approximately 175 occurred 
in January, 1969. The decline continues through the current 
year and has declined as low as 100 inmates in recent months. 
Peace River population rose from a low of less than 
forty on opening to a high of approximately eighty-five in 
March, 1969. This increase of population has continued and at 
present this institution is operating near its rated capacity 
of 160. No problem is foreseen in this regard as it is our 
belief that the capacity is considerably under-rated and could 
be increased to approximately 200 with no decline in standards 
or efficiency. As indicated above, this institution has 
provided considerable relief to the overcrowding at Fort 
Saskatchewan. The situation at the latter institution continues 
to improve and the population is now within more acceptable 
limits. 


The estimated capacity of Nordegg Forestry Camp 
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is approximately 130 including the base camp and three mobile 
forestry camps. It will be noted that the population 
fluctuates considerably reaching a high during the summer 
months when forestry activities are at their peak and declining 
during the winter season when weather sometimes forces the 
closing of mobile camps. 

Bowden Institution, primarily a vocational training 
school for young offenders, maintains a fairly static popul- 
ation level. As noted in the appropriate graph this figure 
varied from 140 to 160 during the year under review. 

Belmont Rehabilitation Centre has rarely approached 
its rated capacity of 126. During the year 1968/69 it will 
be noted that the population varied from a low of 64 to a 
high of 104. As this institution has been devoted exclusively 
to treatment of inmates with an alcoholic problem the number of 
prospective inmates was considerably curtailed by selection 
criteria, inmate preferences, and location in that inmates of 
institutions outside of the immediate vicinity of Edmonton /are 
generally reluctant to leave their home area. This situation 
has been improved in recent months through a broader selection 
policy and the inclusion of young offenders on day parole. 

At present population is near peak capacity and there is a 


waiting list for admissions. 
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STATISTICAL RETURNS 


Inmate statistical returns are reproduced on 
pages 27 to 4l. Total admissions to all institutions 
totalled 19,309, an increase of 220 over the previous year. 
The daily average population was also slightly higher at 
awamovers.|,2052i1n.1967/68, 

Once again Calgary Provincial Gaol experienced the 
greatest number of admissions at 7,460 as compared with 
6,489 at Fort Saskatchewan the next highest daily average 
population at 492. This situation is a relatively recent 
trend which was not anticipated. 

First offenders admitted during the year increased 
by 309 while recidivists admitted increased by 295. 

It is of interest at this time to note that 260 
admissions were sixteen years or less. In the event that 
the age of male juveniles is raised from sixteen years to 
seventeen years it may be anticipated that this goup will 
be added to the responsibility of the Department of Social 
Development. 

Inmates admitted under the Narcotic Control Act 
totalled 103 as compared with 44 in 1967/68, none in 1966/67. 
This is a new type of offender in Alberta Provincial 
Institutions and creates new problems which require new 
methods of custody, treatment and training of staff. The 


emphasis being given to this problem at all levels of 
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government and private agencies is indeed helpful in further- 
ing staff awareness of the importance of this aspect of our 
responsibilities. 

Sentences served during the year totalled 13,367. 

It should be noted that this does not indicate the total 
number of persons serving sentences as one person may have 
served several sentences either concurrently or consecut- 
ively. 

It is, however, important to note that approximately 
62 percent of all sentences were for less than thirty days. 
More than 90 percent served less than six months which, under 
the new remission table, involves a maximum sentence of less 
than four months. 

It should also be noted that 75 percent of those 
serving sentences have attained less than Grade Ten academic 
level. These factors mitigate heavily against the intro- 
duction of extensive or sophisticated training programs which 
are sometimes proposed. 

Forty inmates escaped custody during the year. Only 
fourteen of these were from Bowden Institution and Nordegg 
Forestry Camp, .both of which are open institutions. All 
those who escaped were recovered. The greater number of escapes 
from the secure prisons were from Fort Saskatchewan. These 
totalled eighteen as compared with seven from Calgary and one 
from Lethbridge. A review of this situation emphasized many 


weaknesses in physical plant security. These have been 
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corrected as far as feasible, bearing in mind the obsolesence 

of the overall facility. Closed circuit television has 

been installed in vulnerable areas to improve surveillance, 
physical security hardware has been strengthened where weaknesses 
existed and construction of improved guardroom security is 

under way. 

The total number of offences disposed of through 
imprisonment in provincial gaols was 18,935, of which 10,543 
were for offences against Provincial Statutes of which 8242 
were for intoxication and other offences against the Liquor 
Control Act.» New liquor legislation recently introduced is 
resulting in a noticeable decrease in committals for liquor 
offences. Since liquor offences have traditionally provided 
50 percent or more of prison population we hopefully look for- 
ward to a significant decrease in this area in the future. 

Two hundered and fifteen inmates were released on 
parole during this period. This was an increase from 177 during 
the previous year. Recently more liberal parole policies have 
been introduced by the Federal authorities and we are now admit- 
ting many inmates to day parole and temporary releases. 
Experience in this area to date has been very favourable and 


prospects for expansion of this activity are encouraging. 


PRISON INDUSTRY 


Finding meaningful employment for large numbers of 


men whose freedom has been restricted by a sentence of 
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imprisonment presents a continuing challenge to prison 
Bdminvecracors. Lt 1s our objective to provide every man 

with some occupational interest which will fulfill the need 
for a sense of accomplishment and participation in a worth- 
while project. Unlike industry in a free enterprise which are 
able to tailor the labour force to their production needs, 
prison authorities commence with a fixed labour force and must 
devise industry to occupy it. 

Every institution has a need for labour to provide 
institutional services. Such areas as food services, house- 
keeping, gardening, greenhouse and root house operation and 
other maintenance services are an assured source of employment 
for a considerable number of men. 

Wherever possible prison industry serves as a source 
of vocational training. In this respect we have, for example, 
introduced barber training at four institutions where inmates 
may qualify for a Provincial Trade Proficiency Certificate. 

In other cases inmates are learning skills in horticulture, 
cooking, vehicle maintenance, woodworking and to a limited 
extent power house operation. 

Forestry camp operations are a major industry at 
this time, employing in excess of 300 men at peak periods. 
There are twelve mobile forestry camps located along the Rocky 
Mountain Watershed from the Crowsnest Pass as far north as 


Footner Lake near the northern border of the province. The 
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15. 


camps are administered as follows: 


Lethbridge Provincial Gaol - One 
Calgary Provincial Gaol - Four 
Bowden Institution & Nordegg - Three 
Fort Saskatchewan Provincial Gaol - Two 
Peace River Correctional Institution - Two 


As indicated, these camps, including the fixed base 
camp at Nordegg, have a capacity of three hundred or more 
inmates. During the year under review the daily average pop- 
ulation of all these camps varied from 270 in September to 150 
in December. 

Work performed in forestry camps is assigned by the 
Forestry Branch of the Department of Lands and Forests and in 
two cases camps have been assigned to duties on behalf of the 
Parks Branch. 

Typical of the work performed was that of the service 
camps operating out of Nordegg Townsite. Sixty-three miles of 
forestry road were widened, cleared of brush and brush burned. 
Cord wood salvaged from these operations was cut for use in the 
many tourist campsites established in the area. 

Inmates and staff participated in fire fighting 
operations involved in ten forest fires. Eighty acres of burn 
were cleared inone area and three thousand tree seedlings planted. 
In another area 13,775 seedlings were planted and ninety acres 
of dense pine growth was trimmed. In yet another area 51,940 
seedlings were planted. In addition to these duties a large 


number of pine cones were picked for seed. 
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The foregoing is but an indication of the nature and - ~- 
extent of the work performed in forestry camps. The nature 
of the work required and the extent of it is virtually unlimited. 
There is probably no other area of the prison system which 
provides a greater sense of worth and achievement and contributes 
s0 many worthwhile services to society. 

Farming has provided a valuable employment outlet in the 
past and has contributed considerable revenue. This phase of 
industry has now been eliminated and all livestock sold and the 
major portions of oa returned to the Department of Public 
Works for disposal. The statistical report reproduced on pages 
Soe co 56 will therefore be the last. Vegetable production 
will continue at most institutions. 

A modern canning plant operates at Lethbridge 
Provincial Gaol where 24,544 gallons of vegetables were canned 
for use in all of the institutions. This operation employs 
twenty men during the canning season, however, since this is 
a short season the contribution to employment is not significant 
on a yearly basis. 

The license plate plant at Fort Saskatchewan employs 
up to sixty men. It produces approximately 1,500,000 license 
plates annually which are valued at approximately $200,000. 

Unfortunately, in order to provide an occupation 
for as many as possible, it is necessary to overstaff some 
areas of employment. This is not in the best interests of 


job training, development of job satisfaction or encouragement 
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of good work habits. 

It is therefore necessary to seek additional work out- 
lets particularly in the area of providing goods and services 
to other governmental agencies. In this respect we are 
receiving increasing responsibilities from the Department of 
Lands and Forests which encourages an increased forestry camp 


program. 


EXPENDITURE REPORT, ADULT INSTITUTIONS 


A report covering operating expenditure is reproduced 
on page 42. This does na& include capital or depreciation. 
There is an increase in the nae operating total of $1,125, 509.57 
or more than 25 percent over the previous year. This is no 
doubt attributable in large measure to increased salaries and 


increased staff as well as higher cost of goods and services. 


EXPENDITURE REPORT, JUVENILE INSTITUTIONS

The expenditure report for the juvenile institutions 
is reproduced on page 43. It will be noted that there was a 
substantial increase in operating cost in these institutions 


also, no doubt for the same reasons as in the adult institutions. 
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JUVENILE INSTITUTIONS STATISTICS 


Statistics for the male juvenile institution at 
Bowden and the Alberta Institution for Girls in Edmonton are 
included herein on pages 44 to 51. 

On May 1, 1969 supervision of these institutions 
was transferred from the jurisdiction of the Superintendent > 
of Correctional Institutions to the Su erintendent of Juvenile7™ 
Offenders and Adult Probation. On August 1, 1970 supervision 
of juveniles will be transferred to the Department of Social 
Development. 

During the year 1968/69 there was little change in 
the population pattern of these two institutions. Daily average 
population of Alberta Institution for Girls and the male 
institution in 1967/68 was 56.76 and 57.9 respectively while
